Efficient Farmers 


There is a feeling the British ministry of 
agriculture has lost a drive to increase farm-, 
ing efficiency in that country. It is claimed 
that last year the wheat vield was down by 
about 12 per cent, rye 25 per cent, oats 16 
per cent, potatoes by more than 150 thousand 
tons, while production of mutton and lamb 
has dropped by eight thousand tons. During 
the same period 261 million fewer eggs had 
been produced and of the nation’s need of 
265 thousand tons of butter only six thous- 
and tons had been forthcoming in the coun- 
try’s dairy industry. 

It is proposed to conduct farm surveys 
every three years and those farmers who fail 
to meet the required standardé will be weed- 
ed out to make room for more efficient men. 


Sodium Fiuoride In Water 


A number of communities have con- 
ducted studies to determine the effect of 
sodium fluoride on drinking water. In 1944 
such a study was begun in two New York 
communities, Newburgh and Kingston. King- 
ston citizens were to drink fluoridated 
water. while Newburgh people drank ordi- 
nary water for a period of 10 years. 

The 10-year period is mot up yet, but 
the Health Department of the State of 
New York has reported the interim. results. 
It seems that children who drink water with 
sodium fluoride added have 47 per cent less 
tooth decay. 

According to Dr. Bruce F. Forsyth, 
Chief Dental Officer of the Public Health 
Service, fluoridation is ‘the most remarkable 
public health preventive developed in this 
country.” 


An Experiment In 


Immigration 


Fifty farm. families, who lived in the 
northern part of the Netherland near 
Hoogeveen, are in the process of moving to 
Brazil to found a new community. The Bra- 
zilian government ‘has staked off a 12,000- 
acre tract for the band.of 300, who are bring- 
ing with them 1,000. cows, 15: jeeps; 12 trac- 
tors, an entire dairy plant, 55,000. pounds of 
seed and seed potatoes, and 550,000 pounds 
of fertilizer. 

These Dutch families are taking -to 
Brazil -capital valued at $375,000, or ap- 
proximately $7,500 a family This is four 
times as much as the Dutch government 
has — previously permitted emigrating 
families to take out of the country. 

Generally speaking, the countries of 
Europe are over-crowded, and it is in their 
interest to have some of their citizens 
migrate to another country like Brazil where 
there is mare Jand than people. There are 
many sparsely settled countries that need 
settlers, but the stumbling block is usually 
the refusal of the over-populated country to 
allow its citizens to carry capital out of the 
country, 

The policy of the Dutch government is 
no exception to the general rule: emi- 
grants are not allowed to carry out an 
adequate amount of capital goods. As 
a matter of fact, it took a special act of 
Parliament to arrange this 
the general policy so that these 50 fami- 
lies could take with them the capital that 
would be needed to make them an immedi- 


tte asset to Brazil where capital goods are | 


in short supply. 

Brazilian authorities are co-operating 
with the Dutch by providing interest-free 
toans to build houses and develop the farms. 
Brazil is also sharing transportation cost 
with the Provisional Inter-government of 
migrants from Europe which has agreed to 
contribute up to $50,000, 

It is quite possible that this example of 
planned emigration may set the pattern for 
future emigration. It is certainly true that 
this emigration bridgehead will provide op- 
portunities for later Dutch settlers who will 
probably not require as much livestock and

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Loose Housirig'Of Dairy 
PT SY Gane ya 


| In recent years the question of Idose 


housing of dairy cattle has been to the fore. 
This housing method: of cattle management 
is not new, indeed. the principles of the sys- 
tem have been used for generations. Experi- 
ments on sheltering dairy cows in cold sheds 
were made on this continent almost fifty 
years ago. More recently, special types of 
stalls and equipment have been developed to 
facilitate the milking of cows housed by this 
method. 

With the loose housing system the cattle 
are-not tied but are permitted to move at 


will in a shelter or barn and in an adjoining | 
| exercising yard. The shelter provided con- 


sists of a building partially opened at the 
front, having an inside temperature approxi- 
mately the same as that outside. Within the 
shelter a manure pack is allowed to accumu- 


late to furnish a warm bed for the cattle. In | 


this type of unit the labor of moving feed 
and equipment is greatly reduced because 
the cows move to the feed or feeders, and to 
the milking equipment in the milking room. 

For some time officials of the Animal 
Husbandry and Engineering Divisions of the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa,| have 


been studying this method as opposed to the | 


more conventional system of housing cattle. 


Available published material on the subject || 
has been reviewed and actual housing units | 


have been established at a number of Experi- 
mental Stations across Canada. 


The conclusions, along with photographs | 


and plans of a satisfactory layout are con- 
tained in a new bulletin “Loose Housing of 
Dairy Cattle.” The subject is completely 
covered and inciudes chapters on require- 
ments for a loose housing unit, its manage- 
ment and estimated labor requirements as 
compared with the more general method of 
housing.
